WITH SHOTGUN. 


Tied Trigger to a Bush, Placed.Muzzle 


At His Head and Fired—Sheboy- 
gan Man Who Attempted to Kill 
His Wife, Held For Trial—Fireman 
Dubois May Live—State News. 


Bacine, Wis., .May 9—The body of 


Peter Hanson, a farm hand of the town 
of Norway, was found in the woods nbar 
Wind lake Sunday afternoon, with part 
of the head blown away. A double- 
barreled shotgun lying near by was evi 
dence that the man committed suicide. 
Hanson left the home of his step-par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. Rasmus Clauson, last 
Wednesday with the shotgun. He had 
been ill and the fact that his mother had 
been adjudged insane and sent to the 
Northern asylum made him worse. As 
he did not come home, a search was in- 
stituted and a boy found the body. 
Hanson tied the limb of a bush to the 
trigger and placed the barrel . to his 
head and then fired the weapon. An 
inquest was- held and a verdict rendered 
that he committed suicide while insane. 
Thetbody was buried today.

for wearing by the most -fastidious. 
Each winter he does -'a good business 
in tine pelts of this animal and supplies 
traps to. persons who will engage in 
the busir.jjss of 
trapping 
raccoons, 


polecats, minks and otters. 
Quite a 


profit is derived by some parties who 
follow trapping these animals. 
The 


value of the polecat skin stands next 
in rank to the skin of the "otter and 
.mink, both of which are rare now.' 
Occasionally one of.the latter is se- 
cured in a mill dam or along the river 
course unfrequented. . One person pur- 
chased from a local dealer .during the 
past winter twenty dozen of steel traps 
to use in his trapping business. Great 
care has to be exercised in removing 
the skin, and the person has to be an. 
expert, or the value is impaired or the 
skin rendered worthless.

Manufacturers of farming implements 
have steadfastly denied that such a 
plan was in contemplation, and plow 
manufacturers .denied that they were 
forming a trust. The consummation of 
"their trust is the first proof of the 
eventual intentions of implement man- 
ufacturers. -A harvester trust, now in 
process of formation, -will be the sec- 
ond step in the organization of the in- 
dustry.

PLAN BIG RAILROAD TRUST. 


ill lines Between Boston and Chlcagr 


to Enter, a Combine. 


Cleveland, Ohio, May 9.—It has just 


developed in official circles and eman- 
ates from Vanderbilt officials that a 
scheme is on which means the ultimata 
consolidation of all roads between Chi- 
cago and Boston into three great sys- 
tems. 
These will be th'e Vanderbilts, 


the Pennsylvania and the Baltimore 
and Ohio. The movement is.started for 
the purpose of cutting down the possi- 
bility o£ rate cutting and/of.controlling 
all o£ the roads in the territory men- 
tioned. 


The scheme shows the connection be- 


tween the Morgans and the Vander- 
bilts, who seem now to be working in 
conjunction. This being."the case, the 
Vanderbilt system will be enriched by 
the roads which the Morgans.now con- 
trol and will consist of the Erie and its 
eastern connections, the Hocking Val- 
ley, which has but recently been pur- 
chased; the Ohio Central and the Co- 
lumbus; Sandusky and. Hocking, which 
are now being combined. These roads 
tap important coal fields and will be 
valuable to the Vanderbilt system on 
that account.

The developments show that: several 


roads which h.ave been thought to be 
independent lines have been absorbed 
by one of the great systems. No time 
is set when this will be brought, about, 
but it is confidently asserted that"before 
the end of the year great strides will 
have been made toward the 'accom- 
plishment of the1 desired end.
